Paris, May 17—Colonel Marchand's

The colonel maintains it was 
Emperor Nicholas who desired him 
to accompany the Russian forces in 
the far east and says lie willingly 
gives up the "gold lace of dress pa- 
rades" and is ready to surrender his 
decorations if desired. However, if 
war breaks out France can count on 
his devotion and life. In the mean- 
time Marchand intends to take up an 
active career. He does not specify 
hia future plans, but his use of the 
words "active career" appears to in- 
dicate hie intention of entering poll- 
tics or offering his se'rvices to Russia.
